TOWN  OF  DUBLIN.

To  the  citizens  of  Dublin,  we  submit  the  eighty-fifth  annual  report 
of  our  schools. 

Thirty-five  weeks  school  have  been  taught  in  school  houses  Nos. 
I,  2,  3,  and  5,  and  thirteen  weeks  in  No.  4  during  the  year. 

Six  teachers  have  been  employed,  besides  Mrs.  Childs  teaching  one 
week  in  No.  i  before  the  teacher  engaged  was  ready  to  begin  the 
spring  term. 

The  scholars  in  No.  4  were  conveyed  to  No.  3  during  the  fall  term. 

Music  and  rl rawing  have  been  taught  in  all  our  schools.  Miss  Reed, 
the  regular  teacher  in  No.  3,  devoting  Monday  of  each  week  to  teach- 
ing these  branches  in  the  other  schools  and  teaching  in  her  own  school 
on  Saturdays. 

Results  prove  that  Miss  Reed  is  an  excellent  teacher  in  these 
branches  ;  that  the  other  teachers  also  have  ability  that  has  been 
rained  and  cultivated,  and  they  have  ably  seconded  their  principal. 


Equally  gratifying  is  the  work  of  our  scholars,  showing  that  the 
average  child  can  in  our  common  schools  learn  to  draw  well  enough 
to  have  the  skill  of  practical  value,  and  that  nearly  every  child  by  the 
training  given  learns  to  sing.  In  this  respect  Dublin  schools  of  to- 
day are  superior  to  those  of  the  parents  and  grandparents. 

During  the  spring  term  in  No.  4  the  teacher  gave  her  pupils  excel- 
lent instruction  in  penmanship.  This  has  not  generally  received  the 
attention  it  should  in  our  schools.  We  have  not  now  as  large  a  pro- 
portion of  scholars  who  write  a  neat  good  hand  as  we  had  some  years 
ago. 

A  copy  of  Webster's  Imperial  Dictionary  has  been  placed  in  each 
of  the  four  school  rooms.  It  is  a  valuable  work  for  reference,  but  the 
small  dictionaries  being  much  more  convenient  to  use,  should  not  be 
discarded.  An  outline  blackboard  map  has  been  provided,  and  a  set 
of  test  maps,  in  neat  cases,  each  case  containing  a  map  of  the  hemis- 
pheres, Europe  and  the  United  States,  placed  in  the  four  school  rooms 
used  each  term. 

With  pleasure  we  acknowledge  the  gift  by  Mrs.  Mary  G.  Hamill  of 
a  valuable  map  of  the  United  States,  to  be  kept  and  used  solely  for 
the  benefit  of  No.  2  schools. 

The  jacketed  stove  at  No.  i,  recommended  by  Supt.  Stearns,  proves 
generally  satisfactory  and  requires  the  only  average  amount  of  wood. 

At  No.  2,  the  encased  stove  in  the  basement,  heating  by  the  warm 
air  entering  the  school  room  through  registers,  has  its  advantages 
and  disadvantages.  The  floor  of  the  room  iswarmed,  and  scholars  are 
not  obliged  to  sit  with  cold  feet.  The  ventilation  is  good.  On  the 
other  hand,  it  takes  a  long  time  to  warm  the  school  room  on  a  cold 
morning.  It  has  taken  a  much  larger  amount  of  wood  to  warm  this 
school  room  than  is  needed  in  the  others.  Storm  windows  were 
placed  on  the  north  and  west  windows  of  school  houses  Nos.  i  and  2, 
which  helped  much  in  keeping  the  rooms  warm  in  very  cold  weather. 

Near  the  end  of  the  first,  or  Fall  term,  our  superintendent,  Henry 
B.  Stearns,  on  account  of  failing  health,  resigned  the  position,  to 
which  for  more  than  four  years  he  had  given  the  full  measure  of  his 
strength  and  energy.  Nov.  26  his  resignation  was  accepted.  Jan.  5, 
1907,  Austin  H.  Fittz,  a  practical  teacher  of  large  experience,  was 
elected  superintendent  of  the  schools  of  Troy,  Fitzwilliam,  Dublin, 
and  Rindge.     Mr.  Fittz  assumed  the  duties  of  the  office  at  once. 

After  teaching  four  weeks  of  the  Winter  term,  the  teacher  in  No.  i 
school,  feeling  discouraged  by  the  difiiculty  of  obtaining  a  place  to 
board,  resigned  to  accept  a  situation  elsewhere.  The  board  were  for- 
tunate in  securing  the  services  of  a  former  teacher,  and  there  was  no 
apparent  break  in  the  progress  of  the  school.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  THE  School  Board  of  Dublin,  Gentlemen  :— I  submit  here- 
with my  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  have  been  your  Superintendent  such  a  short  period  of  time  that  I 
am  necessarily  unable  to  render  any  extended  report  as  to  actual  re- 
sults accomplished. 

I  have  found  the  teachers  of  Dublin  to  be  excellent  in  every  re- 
spect. The  efficiency  of  the  teacher  must  always  be  the  essence  of 
any  educational  system,  and  no  money  spent  for  schools  can  bring 
better  results  than  when  invested  in  good  teachers. 

To  be  thoroughly  successful,  however,  a  good  teacher  must  labor 
under  suitable  conditions.  The  children  in  Dublin  are  so  few  in  num- 
ber that  to  scatter  them  among  four  or  five  schools  means  a  small 
school  in  each  of  several  localities.  The  small  school,  undoubtedly, 
has  its  advantages,  but  I  am  confident  that  the  teachers  of  Dublin 
could  do  better  work  at  less  expense  to  the  town,  if  the  scholars  were 
brought  to  together  into  fewer  schools.  I  urge  that  the  citizens  of 
Dublin  give  the  important  question  of  consolidation  careful  consider- 
ation, and  I  submit  that  it  should  be  answered  from  the  point  of 
view  of  what  is  best  for  the  child. 

I  recommend  that  the  committee  consider  the  matter  of  opening  a 
High  school.  I  also  recommend  that  the  duties  of  the  Superintend- 
ent be  defined,  and  that  he  be  given  powers  commensurate  with  the 
proper  performance  of  those  duties. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  and  the  members  of  the 
school  board  for  their  kind  and  cordial  courtesy  at  all  times.
